The yecent severe frost, which produced 
such havoc owing to the bursting of water- 
pipes, may be said without a parallel 
to be the worst since the memor- 
able Arctic speli that prevailed over the 
British Isles in the early part of 1895, 
writes one of my oldest correspondents. 

It has been described as the worst ex- 
perienced since 1894, but the frost in the 
poten year was much more severe. 

During the greater part of the first week 
in February, 1895, the highest dailv 
temperature was below the freezing point 
at all British stations except those in the 
extreme south-west; but the absolute 
minima occurred on the 8th of February, 
and were described by the Meteorological 
Office as the lowest experienced in a very 
great number of years. 

At Stamford, in Lincolnshire, the ther- 
mometer fell to minus 8 degrees, which 
represents 40 degrees of frost, while in 
North-East England and in the North of 
Ireland the temperature sank as low as 
minus 2 degrees, or 34 degrees of frost, 
which was one degree colder than that 
recently registered at Buxton, in Derby- 
shire, which had 33 degrees of frost. 

In February, 1895, the lowest tempera- 
ture recorded at Dublin was 19 degrees ; 

‘on the 20th of last January it fell to 12 

degrees. or seven degrees more frost. But 
generally the frost of 1895 was more 
severe in Ireland than the late one, 

Armagh ‘having had 27 degrees of frost 
in the former year, while the lowest

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A Warm Summer 


The Greenwich records bear witness to 
the intense cold experienced throughout 
the British Isles in 1895.

technicians was due to the discovery 
of a widespread Nazi sabotage plot 
in the Near East, - authoritative 


quarters said to-day. 


The Government uncovered evidence, 


these quarters disclosed, of a network of 
Nazi agents throughout the Levant ready 
to perpetrate explosions, train wrecks and 
other catastrophes on a signal from 


Berlin. 


Under the circumstances, it was not 
possible to permit Germans to remain in 
strategic positions, especially as some of 
the technicians were completing work on 

. submarines which Turkey expects to throw 


into the combat if war comes to the 


Balkans in the spring, as many fear it 


will, it was said. 

Prompt action was especially necessary, 
“it was added, owing to Turkey's disavowal 
of neutrality for a policy of mere non- 
belligerency, and her increasingly close 
relations with Great Britain — France 
under mutual assistance pacts. 

The explosion aboard the British 
steamer Tintern Abbey (2,471 tons), 
registered at Cardiff, while she was load- 
ing at Limni, in Greece, on January 30, 
was also precipitated, it was learned. 

It was widely reported here that the 
blast. was caused by German sabota 
agents, who planted either a time bom 
or explosives in the coal bunkers when 
the ship was being loaded at her previous 
port of call—Burgas (Bulgaria). 


GERMANS PACK UP 


Meanwhile scores of German families 
were packing their bags to-night and pre- 
paring to return to the Reich, as the 
Turkish Government took drastic 
measures to ensure that henceforth no 
German shall work in one of the State- 
controlled industries. 

The total number of dismissed Germans 
is expected to run into several hundreds. 

In addition to technical experts. who 
must leave the country within 48 hours 
many others have bee naffected. 

There are experts. who were employed 
at the Navy and War Ministeries at 
Ankara, others who worked in munition 
factories, naval specialists from the 
Turkish base at Gyeldjuk, on the Sea of 
Marmora, or the Krupp shipyards on the 
Golden Horn, Professors from Istanbul 
University and, Ankara Agricultural 
College. 

The discharge of them all was achieved 
in accordance with the powers recently 
voted to the Government by the National 
Assembly for the protection of national 
defence. 

Meanwhile Turkish Marines to-day con- 
tinued to occupy the Krupp yards, where 
some 30 Nazi naval experts were until 
recently supervising completion of two 
new submarines for the Turkish Navy. 


3 VON PAPEN 

So far as is known, Baron Franz von 
Papen, the German Ambassador to 
Ankara, has not yet made any formal 
diplomatic protest. regarding Turkish 
-seizure of the Krupp yards, but there have 
been reports here that he will do so. 

Government circles argue Turkey was 
within her legal rights in seizing the 
yards. At the same time it was hi 
that any protest could, in the circum- 
stnces, only leave the way open to serious 
worsening of Turkish-German relations. 

In any case the protest would not be 
accepted if made. 

Official quarters refused to explain 
the seizure of the shipyards — 
beyond offering the cryptic Comment: 
Spring is coming.“ 

The allusions to the return of fair 
weather focussed attention again on the 
Allied Army standing ready under the 
French General, Maxime Weygand, in the 
Near East. 

An apparently inspired article in the 
Turkish Press discussing the Weygand 
Army, said: The Allies have counted 
on the possibility of a Russian attack 
across the Balkans towards the 
Dardanelles, the Allied and Turkish 
Armies will give adequate support to the 
defending (Balkan) forces.“
